It b for you to set them straight, 
and I would adviso you to do so without any 
murmuring. 
\VThen you have taken your 


•oup, the said "duchess" brings you a plate, 
around which she places a dozen little oval 
dishes in a symmetrical fashion that one can 
but admire. 


The first little dish contains flsb and a tea- 


spoonful of sauce of some kind. It is need- 
less to inquire the name of this sauce. All 
tbe fish sauces are tbe same, only the name 
varies. The second apparently contains a 
little lump of raw beef; the third a slice of 
roost turkey; the fourth mashed potatoes, 
tbe Bftb a steued tomato, the sixth cran- 
berry sauce, the seventh chicken salad, the 
eighth some rice pudding, and the last con- 
tains (horribite diotuli a slice of apple tart, 
with a large helping of cheese in the middle 
of IL These two things are eaten together 
and ant consequently served on the same 
dish.

CHAPTER XXXIX. 


^otols aro ono of tho strongest attractions 


to America to Americans, especially tho 
ladies. 


When we Europeans travel, we alight at a 


hotel, because it is impossible that wo should 
have a pitching place of our own hi each 
town we visit, or friends able to receive us; 
in other words, wi,go to the hotel, because 
we cannot help it. When wo leave our good 
bed and table, and sot out to see the world a 
little, wo Bay to ourselves: "Tho worst of it is 
that we shall have to live in hotels perhaps 
for a month or two. but, after all, it cannot 
be helped, wo must put up with hotels since 
we havo made up our minds to see Switzer 
land, or Scotland, or Italy." Our object i 
traveling is to see new countries, make pleas 
ant excursions, climb mountains, etc., and t 
attain that object we must use the hotels as 
convenience, as a sad necessity. 


In Europe, the hotel is a means to an end. 
In America, it is the end. 
People travel hundreds, nay thousands o 


miles for the pleasure of putting up at certain 
hotels. Listen to their conversation and you 
will Bnd that it mainly turns, not upon th 
Bne views they have discovered, or the ex 
cnndons and walks they have enjoyed, bu 
upon the respectivo merits of the various 
hotels they have put up at 
Hotels are for 


them what cathedrals, monuments and tho 
beauties of nature are for us. 


In February, 1888, I went to see the Ameri 


cans take their pleasure in Florida. 
During 


the months of January, February and Marcl 
flocks of society people from the towns in the 
north go to Florida where the. sun is warm 
and the orange treos are in full beauty oi 
fruit and flower. Jacksonville and St Au- 
gustine are in winter what Saratoga, New- 
port and Long Branch are hi summer, tbe 
rendezvous of all who have any pretensions 
to a place in the fashionable world. 


But what do they do at Jacksonville and 


St Augustine, all these Americans hi search 
of a "good timer You think perhaps that, 
to the morning, they setout to great numbers 
to make long excursions into the country or 
on the water; that picnics, riding parties and 
•uch out of door pastimes are organized. 


Not so. They get up, breakfast, and make 


for tbe balconies or piazzas of the hotels, 
there to rock themselves two or three hours 
In rocking chairs until lunch tune; after this 
they return to their rocking chairs again and 
wait for dinner. Dinner over, they go to the 
drawing room, where there are more rocking 
chairs, and .chat or listen to an orchestra 
until bed tune. And yet, what pretty en- 
virons the little town of Jacksonville has, for 
Instancel For miles around stretches a villa 
dotted orange grove. 


And the table d'hote! 
In France we look well at the bill and 


study it; we discuss the dishes, arranging 


appetite, then fis,h, bacon and e,, ,s, or ome- 
let, beefsteak or chop with fnod potatoes, 
bonvny cakes, and preserves. 


"lion little you cat, you French people!" 


said un American tomeuucdny, as I was or- 
dering my breakfostof cafe an iait and bread 
and butter. 


"You are mistaken," I said, "only wo do 


not care for our dinner at 8 o'clock in tho 
morning " 


Tho larger the hotel i, tho better the Amer- 


icans like it. 
A little, quiet, noil kept hotel, 


where, the cookery bring done-lor twenty or 
thirty (K-rsoiis instead of a thousand, the beef 
lias not the NUMB taste as mutton, a hotel 
whoro you aro known and called by your 
name, whore you aro not simply No. 678 like 
a convict, this Lmd of pitching place does 
not attract tho American. Ho must bavo 
something largo, enormous, immense. Ho is 
inclined to judge everything by its sl'to. 


Jacksonville and St. Augustine boast a 


score of hotels, each capable of accommodate 
ing from six hundred to a thousand guests. 
These hotels aro full from thp. beginning of 
January to tho end of March. 


I have almost always accepted with reserve 


the American superlatives, followed by the 
traditional "in tho world;" but it may safely 
lie said that II o Ponce de Leon hotel, at St. 
Augustine, is mt only the largest and hand- 
somest hotel in America, but in tho whole 
world. Standing in tho prettiest part of the 
picturesque little town, this Moorish palace, 
with its walls of onyx, its vast, artistically 
furnished saloons, its orange walks, foun- 
tains, cloisters and towers, is a revelation, a 
sceno from tho "Arabian Nights." 


Hero tho Americans congregate in search of 


a "good time," as they call it. The charges 
range from ten to twenty-five dollars a day 
for each person, exclusive of wines aad ex- 
tras. Tho American who goes to the Ponco 
do Leon with his wifo and daughters, there- 
fore, spends from ono to two hundred dollar 
a day 
For this sum, he arid his family or 


fed, played to by a very ordinary band, anc. 
supplied with an immense choice of rocking 
chairs. On his return to New York, ho do- 
clares to his friends that ho has had a "lovel' 
;imo." The American never admits that h« 
has boon bored, in America specially. Tho 
smallest incidents of the trip aro events anc 
idventures, and he never fails to have his 
'good time." Ho Is as easily pleased as a 
Thild; everything American calls out hisad- 
nirution, or at least his interest 
Remark to 


liiu, for instance, that to go by train to 
"lorida from tho north one has to travel 
hrougu more than six hundred miles of pino 
orc-.st—which makes tho journey very unin- 
teresting—and he will throw you a pitying 
glance, which seems to say: "Immense, sir, 
immense, liko everything that is American." 


The temperature of Florida in winter is 


rarely lower than W dcgb., and ranges from 
that to 73; but tho climato is moist aad ener- 
vating, tho country a vast marsh, so flat that 
by standing on a chair one could sec to tho ex- 
tremities of it with the aid of n good field 
gloss. Some enterprising American should 
throw up n hill down there; he would make 
his fortune. Every one would go and see it. 


It is not everybody who can afford tho 


luxury of tho Tonco do Leon hotel, but it is 
everybody who likes to be seen there to tho 
season. 


You must bo able to say when you return 


to tho north that you havo boon at the Ponce 
do Leon. This is how it can be managed. 
You go to some other hotel near tho Ponco. 
In tho evening, dressed in all your diamonds, 
you glide into tho court yard of the great 
caravansary. 
Another step takes you to the 


immense rotunda whero tho concert is going 
on. 
You stroll through tho saloons and cor- 


•idors, and, taking a seat where you can bo 
seen of the multitude, you listen tothomusic. 
About 10 or 11 o'clock you beat a retreat and 
return to your own hotel. 
Wishing to set 


my mind at rest on this matter, I went one 
veiling, about half past 9, to tho Casa Monica 


and Florida Iiouso. There, in tho rooms 
vhere the musicians engaged by tho proprie- 
ors play every evening, were at tho most a 
core of people. 


Everything is on a grand scale in good 
.merlcnn hotels, especially the bills. 
I caught tho following bit of conversation 
t the St 
Augustine station as I was leav 


one instance. If you stop but a day, you 
mnj return a month after, aad not only will 


ho recollect your face, but bo «ill bo able to 
tell you which little table you eat at, and 
which place at that table was yours. 


At the door of the dining room a young 


negro of 10 or 18 takes your hat and puts it 
on a hat rack. I have seen hundreds thus to 
his care at a time. You leave tho dining 
room and, without a moment's hesitation, ho 
singles out your hat and hands it to you. It 
is wonderful when one thinks of it 
1 give 


you the problem to solve. Several hundred 
men, most of H horn you have not seen more 
than onco or twice before, pass into a room, 
handing you their chimney pots or wide 
awakes to take oaro of. They como out of 
the room in no sort of order, and you havo to 
give each the bat that belongs to him. I 
have tried hard and often, but never succeed- 
ed in finding out how it is done. 


Another negro in tho halt goes and gets 


your key when he sees you return from a 
walk. No need to tell him the number of 
your room—he knows it. He may have seen 
you but once before, but that is all sufficient 
—he never errs. 


And the negressesl good, merry looking 


creatures with buxom faces and forms, sup- 
ple, light, graceful gait and slender waists, 
aping the fashion, and having very pretty 
fashions of their own, coquetting and minc- 
ing, as they walk out with their "tic'lars" 
(particulars). Tho enjoyment of life is writ- 
ten on then- faces, and one ends by thinkinj 
some of them quite pretty. I have seen som 
splendid figures amongst them. You shouk 
see them on Sundays, dressed in scarlet or 
some other bright color, with great hats 
jauntily turned up on one side, and tanning 
themselves with tho ease and grace of Bel 
graviau ladies. 


Negresses are not employed as chamber 


naids in hotels. They go into service only 
is nurses, and of course children love them. 
Unhappily for you, it is the objectionable 
'duchess" that you Bnd again, up stairs this 
imo. The evil is not so great as it is to the 
smaller towns whero these young persomi 
wait at table also. In tho best hotels theti 
only duty is to keep tho bedrooms tidy. You 
must not ask any service of them beyond 
that. 
If you desire anything brought to 


your bedroom, you ring, and a negro comes 
to answer tho bell and receive your order. 


I remember having ono day insulted ono of 


those women—certainly unintentionally, but 
the crime was none tho less abominable for 
that. 


This was it. 
1 was dressing to go out to dinner, and 


wanted some hot water to shavo with. Hav- 
hi.T rung threo times and received no answer, 
I grew impatient and opened tho door, in the 
hope of teeing souio servant who would bo 
obliging enough to fetch mo the water in 
question

manner of walking, with turned out toes 
and head thrown back; the musical voice, 
sweet but sonorous, and so pleasing compared 
to the horrible twang of the lower class peo- 
ple in the north, all make up a picturesque 
whole.

In this bill, there is neither mantle, linen,

must s|«nd, if she be a good manager, from 
(6,000 to $8,000 a year. Add to this the fact 
that she loads herself with diamonds and 
precious stones.

A great number of Americans come to Eu- 


rope to pass three months of every year. 
This is not an additionaJ extravagance; it is 
an economy They buy their dress for a year, 
and tho money they save by this plan not 
only pays their traveling expenses, but leaves 
them a nice little'surplus in cash. 


A botel bedroom on the fourth floor, for 


which you would pay five francs a day, is $5 
in the good hotels of the principal towns o 
America. A cab which costs you one fran 
and a half ha Prance, or one shilling and six 
pence in England, costs you a dollar and 
naif in Now York. The proportion is alway 
kept. 


The dollar has not more value than this in 


tho lesser towns of tbe United States. Th 
omnibus, for instance, which takes you toth 
station from your hotel for sixpence (or hal 
a shilling) in England, and for half a franc in 
Prance, costs you hail a dollar in America. 


Copper money exists in America, but if you 


were to offer a cent to a beggar he wouic 
fling it at you in disgust. When the baro- 
footed urchins in the south beg their formula 
is: "Spare us a nickel," or "Chuck us a 
nickel, guv'nor." The nickel is worth five 
cents. Tho only use of the cent that! couU 
discover was to buy the evening paper. 


The only things cheup in the States are 


native oysters, and English or French books 
that have been translate! into American. 


If expenses are enormous In the United 


States 1 must hasten to add that it Is chiefly 
the foreign visitor who Buffers in purse, Tho 
American can afford to pay high prices, be- 
cause his receipts are far larger than they 
would be in Europe. Situations bringing in 
three or four hundred dollars, as in France in 


England, are unknown in America. 
Bank 


clerks and shop assistants command salaries 
of a thousand to fifteen hundred dollars a 
year. A railway car conductor gets $50 a 
month.

has a surplus of 860,000,000. Whilst Euro^ 
poan governments cudgel their wits to deviso 
means for meeting tho expenses o, absolute 
monarchies, tbe Washington government is 
at a loss to know what to do with the money 
it Las in hand. Whilst tho European tele- 
grams in the daily papers give accounts of 
reviews, mobilizations and military maneu- 
vers, of speeches in which tho people aro 
•emindcd that their duty is to serve their 
emperor first and their country afterwards, 
of blasphemous prayurs in which God is 
liked to bless soldiers, swords and gunpow- 


der, 
the American telegrams announce the 


pricoof corn and cattlo and the quotations 
on the American stock exchange. 


Happy country that can get into a stato of 


ebullition over a presidential election, or tho 
doings of John L. Sullivan, while Europe in 
trembling asks herself, with the return of 
aach new spring, whether two or threo mill- 
ions of her sons will not bo called upon to cut 
each other's throats for tho great glory of 
three emperors in search of excitement! 


America is .not only a great nation, geo- 


graphically speaking. 


Tho Americans are a great people, holding 


hi their hands their own destiny, learning 
iay by day, with tho help of their liberty, 
govern themselves more and more wise]} 
and able, thanks to tho profound security 
irhich they live, to consecrate all their talon 
Mid all their energy to the arts of peace. 


Tho well read, well bred American is th 


nost delightful of men; good society in 
America is the wittiest, most genial and mos 
lospitable I have mot with. 


But tho more 1 travel and tho more I loo 


at other nations, the more confirmed 1 am ii 
my opinion that the French are tbe happius 
people on earth. 


The American is certainly on tbe road t 


the possession of all that can contribute t< 
the well being and success of a nation, but hi

AII Russian students at the German uni- 


versities are carefully watched by tho spies 
of the czar. Theso spies roouivo liberal sala- 
ries from tho Russian government in order 
that they may not bo debarred by lack of 
money from associating with young Russian 
noblemen. They miuglo as much as possible 
with all foreign university students. They 
register generally, as do the majority of their 
countrymen, in tho department of law. They 
attend all the drinking bouts to which they 
can gel invitations, and note with euro what 
their countrymen say about politics and tho 
government of tho czar. They play billiards 
aiul drink coffee in tho same cafes with tho 
other RUSMU.I students. They mako many 
acquaintances in tho university, us they spend 
their government funds liberally and their 
real uXssioi) is unsuspected by their follow 
students. 


THE WALLS HAVE EARS. 


Tuoy liavu considerable difficulty, however, 


m gaining admission to tho exclusive social 
circle of their countrymen. 
Tho Russian spy 


is usually a mail of humblo birth and uamo. 
Most of tho other Russians at his university 
are noblemeu of tho most stiff necked nnd 
conservative type. As they aro all wealthy 
and free with their money, tlwy aro not so 
accessible to a display of wealth as tho or- 
dinary Continental nobleman. 
Therefore, 


only in exceptional cases is tho spy able to 
buy his way into this uoblo circle. 


Usually ho picks up bis information as to 


tho politics and political connections of his 
fellow countrymen from unwitting German 
go-betwuens. 
And even these crumbs of 


hearsay aro secured only with considerable 
pains, for all Russian students at German 
universities know there is a spy among them 
though his identity is unknown. They often 
say, even when such abstract political sub- 
jects as constitutional liberty aro broached to 
thorn in public places: "N-a-a-a, my friend 
but tho walls havo cars." 


But liko most jolly good students at Ger- 


man universities, tbo Russians often tako a 
drop too much in public beer cellars, and 
then tho spy gets a chance to earn his wages 
In a social way tho young Russian nobleman 
is an uncompromising aristocrat. In politics 
especially after he has passed o year or two 
abroad, ho i.s full of radicalism. 
This latent 


radicalism is just what is apt to got him int 
a peck of trouble when ho becomes garrulou 
over bis wine. Tho omnipresent spy ovel 
hears tho young nobleman's expression o 
radical political prejudice, reports it to head 
quarters ut St. Petersburg, whence it is com 
uiuuicatod to officials on tha Russo-Gernmu 
border, and when the imprudent young nobly 
man starts homo with his brand now Ph. D 
and foreign airs ho is snapped up ou tho 
border by government officers, who cscoi 
him to St. Petersburg. His fa to then de- 
pends, of course, upon tho enormity of his 
crime. 
If ho called the c/ar a "rncal tack' 


ho is- liablo to a dose of Siberia. 
Sniallei 


offenses, liko complaints of tho absolutism of 
tho Petersburg court, aro punisbjjd with a 
year or two iu Siberia. 


A SPECIMEN CASE. 


Or course tho ono important remark in 


question is not always I ho excuso for this 
punishment. The spy can generally get to- 
gether a good lot of more or less relevant 
evidence at his university to prove that tho 
young Russian nobleman was not a royal 
Russian or was guilty of "general cussed- 
ness." 


In ISSi young Herr Micalowski, of Mos- 


cow, 
studied jurisprudence in Leipsic. Ono 


evening in tho Bocrseu-keller restaurant ho 
and his friends discussed tho last financial 
crisis through which tho Russian government 
had passed. Young .Micalowski said: "Tho 
wholo concern (that is, tho Russian govern- 
ment) would go tho devil shortly if the finan- 
cial methods weren't reformed." Eighteen 
mouths later, as ho crossed tbo Russian bor- 
der on bis way home, an official quoted to 
urn tho above derogatory remark concern- 
ugthe Russian government, adding: "You 
said it in tho Leipsic Boerscu-keller on Nov. 
0, 1SS1." Young MicalowsUi eventually got 
a bhort sentence for Siberia. 


Less than -three years ago a Russian spy 


got very druiik nt n students' kneipo in Jena 
md confessed his business. He was thrown 
ut of tho room by the students nnd two days 
ater was driven out of tho town. Generally, 
HTOever, the spies do their work quietly and 
unsuspected, and a Russian student of liberal 
olitical tendencies must keep his mouth 
retty tight shut if ho wishes to escape a win- 
ir or two in Siberia upon his return to 
:ussia.—Leipsic Letter.

AB Astronomical Timepiece Made In UM 


Tliae of King Henry VIII. 


Tbo astronomical clock at Hampton Court 


palace is the most curious timepiece in Eng- 
land. An old inscription proves it to have 
been made for Henry VIII in tho year 1540. 
The designer is not known, but is supposed to 
be tho famous German astronomer, Nicholas 
Cratzer. The clock was found only about 
three years ago in a shed, where it had been 
for half a century, and was restored by the 
secretary of the board of works. Ono of tbe 
stories about It is that if a resident dies it 
stops. Tho dial consists of threo copper disks 
of different sizes, with a common center, but 
turning at varying rates. The center disk, 
the smallest, Is 3 feet 3% inches in diameter. 
In its center Is a projecting globe, painted 
to represent tho earth. The larger part of 
this disk is divided into four parts, and its 
outer edge is divided into twenty-four spaces. 
Theso represent respectively the quarters of 
the moon and the hours that it crosses the 
meridian, and they ore indicated by a small 
red arrow, painted on the second disk, which 
always points to the quarter in which tho 
moon may happen to be. 


Tho second disk is 4 feet 1% inches in diam- 


eter, but only the outer rim is seen, and that 
Is divided into twenty-nine spaces, numbered 
from right to left, which represent the moon's 
age In days. From between the numbers one 
and twenty-nine is a pointer that marks on 
the outer disk the time of the day and night 
as it passes the twenty-four Roman numerals, 
two sets of twelve, painted on tho stonework, 
within which it revolves. 


The third disk, or outer disk, which Is 7 


feet 10 inches in diameter, has paintod on it 
leveral sets of concentric circular spaces, 
Irst the names of the months, then tho days 
of the month (only twenty-eight for Febru- 
—"\ next tho signs of tbe zodiac, each zodi- 


acal space being divided into thirty degreoi, 
and on the outside of this disk a circle divided 
into tho IIGJ days of tbe year. 


Tho weights that aro used to run the clock 


have a drop of sixty feet, and It take* halt 
an hour oiicc a week to wind it 
Tho clock £« 


set in a stone frame about fifteen foct square, 
with the badges of Henry VIII above the 
portcullis and fleur-de-lis and tho rose and 
his initials, H. R., below.—New York World.

A Dakota housekeeper, who, by the way, 


seems like "Martha" of old, "troubled about 
many things," wishes to know "if crazy 
quilts are really going out of fashion? if 
cotton bed comfortables are unhealthy? 
what can be done for a head that aches from 
year's end to year's end, and how to keep 
silver bright ?" Now I consider that these 
are interesting questions, and if I had space 
I should like to reproduce the letter of this 
far-away correspondent. It is full of care 
from start to finish, and I know as well as if 
I had seen her that she represents that very 
large class of housekeeping martyrs, a set 
which is never happy except when most 
miserable. 
And now for the questions. 


Crazy quilts liave had their day, and it was 
none too short. 
One needn't go into spasms 


on this account. Just turn 'em upsidedown, 
cover them with a spotless linen, Marseilles, 
or lace counterpane, and the country is 
quite safe. la reference to the unhealthful- 
ncss of cotton comfortables, I would say 
that the emanations from the body cannot 
pass off so readily through cotton as through 
wool; therefore blankets are certainly to be 
preferred 
from a 
hygienic stand-point. 


Headaches, as chronic as those described by 


1.25, J$I-5C, my correspondent, must have a permanent 


reason for existing. I am not a physician, 
nor a prophet, yet I should not be afraid to 
wager a few cents that this housekeeper has 
brought all her troubles upon herself by 
overwork, and the habit of worrying. I 
shouldn't be surprised if she" sewed for hours 
in a close room without even opening a win- 
dow once in the meantime to change the air, 
when such a process ought to be repeated 
every half hour nt least. 
In fact, I should 


not be surprised at anything silly that a 
tired and discouraged housewife may do or 
may not do. How I wish these things were 
as easy of solution as the cleaning of the 
silver, which is evidently the very last straw 
on this woe an's load of anxieties. 
It is not 


unlikely that all her grievances could be re- 
moved as readily as this last one, by a little 
common sense. 
It is to be hoped that the 


women who do their own work do not keep 
unnecessary pieces of silver about, but if 
they own plate and want to be martyrs, they 
probably do. 
Now, if my poor Dakotan will 


take some Electro-Silicon, a fine powder 
which never scratches, and requires no ex- 
penditure of physical force, end with a soft 
woolen rag will rub the articles in question, 
polishing them thereafter with chamois, the 
result will not only be gratifying but inspir- 
ing.

These grow wild in the fields 
of Germany, arc picked up by the peasant 
children, and dried in hot sand, which causes 
them to ell*.) up and to retain tlieir original 
colors until they reach here and aro ojiened 
again by ste lining.

Tho most remarkable atom of humanity 


that hu,s ever attained his or her majority 
bears t jo poetic tuuue of Lucia Zarato asd 
bails from Mexico. Sho was torn in tho 
country named Jan. 2, 1S03. 
When on exhi- 


bition in this country ia IS&f to 18S5 sho 
weighed, according to tho most reliable ac- 
counts, about nine pounds; generally adver- 
tised as weighing but four pounds and nine 
ounces. Lucia, liko most Mexican girls of 
good family, was betrothed when still in her 
cradle. As her affianced grow to bo a strap- 
ping fellow of 100 pounds, Lucia's parents 
watched over their midget offspring, reluct- 
antly admitting to each other that the un- 
equal match must sooner or later be de- 
clared oil, and, although tho two have long 
since given up all hopes of over being joined 
by tho hymeneal ties, each holds the other io 
loving remembrance.

•ome Dutli'n, Who Is Not M Well Known 
an tlio Clown. 


There has always Ijecn more or less mystery 


surrounding the sudden arrival and departure 
of all large circuses, and even the. newspaper 
pmn, who is supposed to know everything 
and moro bx>, often stands aghast at tho 
will-o'-tho-wisp manner in which the preat 
Hanium & liailey shows manage to make a 
tour of tho continent year after year, exhibit- 
ing iu a dnTcrcnt town nearly ovcry day, 
scarcely ever missing an exhibition, and al- 
ways on time. 


"How is it done?" asked a Times reporter 


of an old showman whoso hair had grown 
gray in surveying the tented fluid. 


"Well, it is just this way," replied tho vet- 


eran, as he lighted a fresh cigar and leaned 
bock in a comfortable position against tho 
wall. "You see, tho first man that starts out 
iu advance of the circus is tho railroad con- 
tractor, as ho is termed, and liomust not only 
bo a man of vast experience, but a walking 
cucycloj>edia as well. Among all the agents 
and managers connected with the great army 
of circus and theatrical enterprises, few of 
them understand tho art of successfully pilot- 
ing a largo show over tho country and so ar- 
ranging everything that it is ''plain sailing' 
for tho several advertising ears and tho many 
railway trains that follow afterwards, as in 
tho cose of 'Barnum's greatest show on earth.' 
First of all, tho proposed routo for the entire 
toason is carefully mapped out by the man- 
ager, who must determine upon tho territory 
ho wishes to visit, and then tho railroad 
contractor is called in 'to lay out' tho 
routo and arrange the order of towns, or 
'stands,' as they arc called in show parlance. 


COX.SILIEJU.VQ ALL, THE DETAILS. 


"Hero begins tho brain work of tho routo 


agent and tho deepest study of tho successful 
manager. It is no cosy matter to even take 
u map and jot down tho best and most prom- 
ising show towns in sueha manner as to make 
tho 'runs' easy and practicable. 
A thousand 


and ono questions will arise, and they must bo 
answered then and there. It will not do to 
make a 'double rim'—that is, pass over two 
distinct roads in going from ono show stand 
to another—as it usually doubles the price of 
transportation and often, causes serious do- 
luys. 
Therefore tho routo must bo so ar- 


ranged t hat only ono lino is used on the same 
(lay, and this often necessitates making pe- 
culiar geographical courses in order to bring 
tho towns to bo visited in proper rotation, 
and whenever it is necessary to make a long 
jump or use two railroads in making tho 
'run' it must bo done on Sunday, in order to 
givo ample time to mako the transfers and 
reach the place of destination before daylight 
on Monday morning. 


"All tho while you must bo looking far 


enough ahead to bring the show into a cer- 
tain part of the country just at tho right sea- 
son of tho year—that is, avoiding an agricul- 
tural district in planting time or harvest, 
catching tho New England and coast country 
before tho regular excursion and picnic sea- 
son scU in, swinging buck into tho wheat 
growing section after the grain has been 
gathered and tho farmers fee] flush and ready 
for fun, sweeping down through Illinois and 
Indiana 'when tho frost is ou tho pumpkin 
and tho corn is in tho shock,' and later on 
wending its way through tho southern states 
just in time to reap a rich reward for the 
pains and foresight of waiting until tho lost 
bale of cotton is marketed and tho festivo 
darkies are willing to givo up their last dollar 
for a 'yallcr kcurd to tho cirkis.' 


"Armed with all this knowledge the rail- 


road contractor sets out to negotiate with tho 
various railway managers for tho transporta- 
tion of the show iu tho order mentioned. 
Nothing daunted, ho approaches the general 
manager or general freight agent of a given 
line—prtkably rofcews old acquaintances— 
and at once proceeds to business. 
With sur- 


prising facility and quick precision ho states 
just what ho wants, and often astonishes tho 
railway magnates themselves by giving them 
information about track facilities and tbeir 
couucctions with other roads at certain points, 
which they could not vouchsafe without call- 
ing in the general traffic manager or tele- 
graphing to somo distant place for tho desired 
knowledge. He usually knows every sido 
track from Bangor to San Francisco, and by 
somo kind of psychological reasoning is able 
to tell whether there is a 'Y1 at Cranbenry 
crossing and if it is possible to make a trans- 
fer of the entire circus trainat thatpointand 
reach Growler City before G a. m. 


NO TIME FOB PLEASURE. 


"Having ascertained that everything is in 


perfect order and agreed upon terms, he 
whisks out a blank contract, fills it up in 
short order, gets the official signature of the 
road, obtains sufficient documents and orders 
to pass tho advance agents and advertising 
cars over tho road, extends his best compli- 
ments—perhaps I should say complimentariefc 
—to the officers of the line, bids them good- 
day, and departs. No, ho docs not go and 
play billiards after that. lie has no time for 
such pleasures. Tho car orders, transporta- 
tion and other information has to bo mailed 
back to tho various agents; tho contract and 
all details of tho 'runs' must bo sent to tho 
manager, and a letter of instructions written 
to tho master of transportation, who has tho 
show in charge from tho time that it is ready 
to load upon the cars until it is unloaded at 
tlio next sbiw stand. 


"Then, too, ho must consult tho maps and 


'guides' and determine ';pon the extent of the 
excursion routes to ho made and notify tho 
excursion agent wlio follows closely iu bis 
wake and arranges with tho passenger agents 
of all lines centering at the place of exhibi- 
tion for special trains and low rates of faro 
on the show day. Tho contractor and excur- 
sion agent ore closely allied, and much tho 
samo methods apply in perfecting tho ar- 
rangements of both. Few persons unfamiliar 
with tlio duties of these dignitaries realize 
tho many details they have to look after or 
tho necessity of immediate 
action 
and 


thorough investigation ou then1 part. They 
are tho forerunners of a great event and as 
necessary to tho circus as tho center polo 
itself. J. A. Bailey, Barnum's equal partner, 
has alwaj's insisted upon having tho very 
best men that money could obtain to fill 
these positions."—Now York Times.
